him : ifnothing lefs will content him ; our Preſervation was not the real Motzve of his 
coming, and then the hazards he run upon that ſcore, cannot be juſtly placed to the ac- 
'. count of Mer:zr. The King of France himfelf.(for ought we know) would have turned 
Proteſtant for the Bargain, which had been at leaft as great a Miracle, as any we have yet 
ſeen in this\Afﬀair. - And though what we have ſaid, were ſufficient to deter all good Pro- 
. teſtants from taking any part in the Worknow in hand, yet we cannot forbear expreſſing 
our Zeal againſt thoſe Evil Prattices,by keting our Country-men know the great Miſchief 
that muſt inevitably tollow.upon ſuch a Revolation, viz. Reproach, Violence, Taxes, Blood, and Poverty. 
Firff, We ſhall become the Reproach and Scorn of all Nations : It cannot be otherwiſe when Subjects 
attempt to xdge and Deprive their Soveraign, which is a great Contradifion, as well as Danger in Go- 
-vernment : But to do it without being ſo muchas once heard or Summoned, is an Injury not to be ated 
towards the meaneſt of His Subjetfts : King Charles the 1 had fairer Quarter from Cromwel and. Bradſhaw - 
They did not only Charge Him, but offered matter in Evidence to maintain the Charge: But this King, 
muſt be Guilty of what His Acciiſers refuſeto prove, if yet able to doit; and be Dethrened for Deſer- 
_ting the Kingdom, though He conld nor help'3e. Nor do theſe Gentlemen ſtophere ;- they will Change 
the Crown, as well as the King; They will not be contented to lay him by, but Chooſe who ſhall follow ; 
and by that make the Crown Eleftive, which for above 6co years has been Szcceſſive: A thing, they 
lye under no neceffity todo, but is the pure effe&of their adventerous and flattering Humour. Can 
this do lefs then render vs Odious to the whole World, when the king they lay aſide,- never arrempred 
fogreat an Alteration in any branch of the Conſtitution, STD
